* exghan had taken Ihe position that he did not believe Free Europe 
was interested any longer in passage of this bili, hence Mr. Rodino 
wanted a letter to show continued interest, unchanged. 


Questioned by General Smith as to whether recent publicity 
might affect the timing of efforts to push the bili out of Committee 
ior House consideration, Mr. Cline expressed the view that he 
t ought this did not represent a significant consideration. 


However , it appears to us that both you and Mr. Rodino should 
consider whether from your own standpoints as well as ours any use 
o this letter by the Congressman, or the raising of the matter in 
ommittes or on the floor, might spark off unfortunate publicity.
